peny within the limits of this State or combina- 
tion of either be permitted to lease said railroad, 
but with this exeeption any persons orc orporations 
in this State or elsewhere, may become the lessees 
of this property; provided that parties so pro- 
posing are worth above their indebtedness the 
sum of $150,009, 

Of the rental $10,000 must be paid on the day of 
the lease, and the balance of the first year’s rental 
must be paid within thirty days and before a 
transfer of the property is made. For each suc- 
ceeding year a monthly payment will be required 
in advance, to be made within five days after the 
beginning of each month. Bond with undoubted 
security in the sum of $50),000 for the prompt 
payment of the rent, aud for the return of the 
road and appurtenances, at the termination or 
forfeiture of the lease, in as good condition «as 
when received, will be required. At least $100,000 
of this seenrity shall be within the State, and the 
balance, ifoutof the State, shall be upon real 
estate or railroad property. Additional seenrity 
may be required of the lessees by the Executive. 

The execution of this lease shall make ihe 
leweoes a body corporate, under the name and 
‘tyle of the Macon and Brunswick Railroad, with 
all the powers and privileges granted to said road 
by the ented now in force; to operate said road and 
to receive tolls and freights therefor. Said lessees 
may also build and equip a railroad from said city 
of Hawkinsville, or Eastmanin Dodge county, to 
the city of Americusin Sumter county’ and also 
a railroad from said city of Brunswik, or from 
any other point on the main line in Glynn coun 
ty, tothe Florida line; and may connect the 
termini of said roads to be built with other roads 
already constructed. 

The company so leasing shall not sublet said 
railroad unless by legislative enactment: nor 
shall it make any unjust discriminatious in favor 
of any other companies or parties doing business 
with said road.
